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To the Mtmhert of the Pennsylvania 
Society /or the Advancement of the 
Deaf; Ladies and Gentlemen: — lu 
the name of the Board of Managers, 
we extend hearty greeting to you. 

We need not tell you how much 
pleasure it givea us to hold the 
thirty-fourth meeting of the Society 
jointly with the special reunion of 
the Alumni Association in the halls 
of this Institution, and amidst such 

?leasant and beautiful surroundings, 
'his opportunity is appreciated the 
more, because by it we are enabled, 
in unison, in person, and on very 
ground, to make it an occasion of 
unusual felicity to mark the centen- 
nial anniversary (1820- 1930) of the 
founding of this School, which 
many of us acclaim as their Alma 
Mater. We thank the Board of 
Directors and officers of this In- 
stitution for granting us this happy 
privilege. May we also give them 
the gratification of showing that the 
time and care they unselfishly be- 
stowed upon us during our school 
days has been very helpful in making 
us men and women, and we trust, 
useful citizens ; and that, though we 
may be able to successfully grope 
our way in this world in spite of 
our great handicap, we shall still 
deeply appreciate any interest that 
they may continue to show us in our 
after-school life. 

Just a little over two months ago 
(June 38th to July 3d) a joint con- 
vention of teachers of the deaf, com- 
prising three or four different as- 
sociations, met here and taxed the 
full capacity of the Institution. 
Such a large gathering of teachers 
of the deaf occurs only once in a 
long while, and usually only in con- 
nection with some other special 
event ; which in this case was the 
commemoration of this Institution's 
one hundred years of existence. 
Undoubtedly this big joint conven- 
tion was the most important event 
of the year in connection with the 
education of the deaf, and its 
participation in the centennial 
exercises of this Institution may be 
said to have made It a greater 
memorable event. It was certainly 
a most auspicious one. 

lyct us add, with the utmost 
candor, that some regret and dis- 
appointment was felt that the 
graduates of the School outside of 
the teachers' associations were not 
invited to participate in the formal 
exercises of the commemoration ; 
however, upon second thought, we 
candidly admit that the arrange- 
ments as made were moat admir- 
able and that a prolongation of the 
character of the exercises was 
neither necessary nor advisable. 
Then there is the further fact that 
the celebration was public and the 
deaf were not excluded from it, and 
in fact, many received formal invita- 
tions to attend it. Previously also 
The ML Airy World, which is the 
Institution's publication, issued a 
centennial number in which the 
graduates of the School received 
very complimentary notice as far as 
its limited space permitted. 

Again, as there was not room at 
the Institution for the additional 
accommodation and entertainment of 
the members of the Alumni Associa- 
tion and our Society simultaneously 
with those of the Teachers' Associa- 
tions, Dr. Crouter, fully appreciating 
the desire of the deaf to do their 
part in celebrating the anniversary, 
did the next best thing by proffering 
them an opportunity to do so closely 
on the heels of the joint Teachers' 
Convention. However, at the sug- 
gcstiod of leading meuil:>ers of the 
deaf organizations, the more favor- 
able time of September 3d to 6th 
was finally decided on, that being 
about the usual time of meeting. 
So we are here now and we hope 
that everybody is satisfied. We are 
glad to have Dr. Crouter with us, 
and likewise some others who could 
scarce have been so had we held our 
meeting daring the busy days of the 
Teachers' Convention. 

None of us can look back a hun- 
dred years. It is allotted to a very 
few persons to live over such a long 
span of life. What then do we 
know of the real condition of the 
deaf and dumb before • systematic 



attempt was made to teach them ? 
Perhaps hardly more than the deaf 
of the dim past knew of the great 
and wonderful progress that was to 
be the lot of the deaf in a century's 
time. History and tradition throw 
a very faint light upon some remark- 
able cases of clever deaf and dumb 
persons, but of the great majority of 
untaught deaf and dumb persons we 
are left to guess the unhappy con- 
ditions they had to contend with. 
Was it not their utter deplorable 
condition that stirred the hearts of 
the humane people who made the 
first attempts to educate them ? 
Once the education of the deaf was 
begun, it grew and flourished and 
was handed down to us as a blessed 
heritage. The condition of the deaf 
of today is so vastly better than 
that of those who lived a hundred 
years ago, that it seems little short 
of miraculous. But some may not 
be fully cognizant of this fact, or in- 
different to it because it has grown 
old with them, or because they are 
not accustomed to see uneducated 
adult deaf persous, but only those 
educated, and they regard education 
as only their birthright. Need we 
wonder then that such persons may 
be found wanting in gratitude and 
loyality to the school which assisted 
them to success in life. It is very 
simple and easy for all of us to show 
appreciation for the benefits we en- 
joy in this life. We wish you to 
realize especially what a great up- 
lift in life this school has given you 
and the debt you owe on account of 
it ; for then you will have a better 
idea of what one hundred years of 
instruction by the School has done 
for the deaf of Pennsylvania. 

lyet us tell you alx)ut a case of 
uneducation that we came across re- 
cently only about a hundred miles 
away from this School. While 
lingering in York County, after the 
meeting of the Society last year, we 
had occasion to call on a farmer, 
and while we were talking on the 
front porch a tall, sedate looking 
man, wearing a Van Dyke beard and 
moustache, who seemed to have 
passed about sixty summers more 
or less, came out of the house. We 
were attracted by the manner he 
scrutinized us as he passed on to 
a shady corner of the lawn, and 
after seating himself in a rocker, 
calmly smoked a pipe with his eyes 
fixed on us all the while. We took 
him for the farmer's hired man 
dressed in his beat clothes, for the 
day was Sunday, and enjoying a 
good rest ; but imagine our surprise 
when the farmer told us ' ' that man 
docs not enjoy life ; he is deaf and 
dumb." We learned further that 
he is the brother of the farmer's 
wife, and lives with them part of the 
time and with another sister at 
other times, his parents being dead. 
When a boy, he was taken to the 
Edgewood School in Pittsburgh, but 
he ran away from there and was 
allowed to grow up uneducated. 
Notwithstauding the sustenance and 
comforts given him by his kind- 
hearted sisters, he is very unoblig- 
ing, and will not turn a spade unless 
he has a fancy to do so himself. 
This means that he does not earn 
his bread and butter and does only 
what he pleases. We tested his 
knowledge of the use of signs for 
talking, but found that we could 
hardly talk with him. He was not 
talkative, but sullen and brooding 
over fancied or real wrongs done 
him by children of the neighbor- 
hood. We aaked him what wrongs 
were done him, but he only said re- 
peatedly, "bad boys, bad boys." 
He is indeed a pitiable case for a 
man of his size and age, and the 
most isolated case from other deaf 
persons that we have ever met. 
We have come across other unedu- 
cated adult deaf in our time, but 
none of them seemed in as bad a 
plight as this one. Imagine how 
unhappy he must be in bis condi- 
tion, and what a diflcrent man educa- 
tion might have made of him. And 
yet our great State of Pennsylvania 
has not yet enacted a compulsory 
education law for the deaf. It is 
behind several other States in this 
respect. This Society has made 
several attempts to get such a law 
passed by the L/Cgislature, but with- 
out success. And, if we are not 
mistaken, this Institution, through 
its Board of Directors, has also at- 
tempted it vainly. 

Are the deaf altogether blameless 
that cases of uneducation are poa- 
aible ? Is it not true that more often, 
when you find a deaf and dumb 



person of school age, the discovery 
excites little interest in you, because, 
as you had been sent to school, you 
take it for granted that this person 
will find his way there, too, without 
any move on your part, and that all 
will be well in the end ? Perhaps 
you are also under the impression 
that all deaf and dumb children in 
our State get a schooling. It does 
not, perhaps, occur to you that any 
deaf and dumb child could happen 
to miss school by his own fault or 
through the mistakes of parents. 
Think how this self-satisfying way 
of taking such things for granted 
may lead to serious mistakes and 
make possible cases like the one we 
have just told about. 

As we look around here, we miss 
a good friend and fellow-member 
who was quite familar to the mem- 
bers of this Society — Mr. Michael 
Doudel Barnitz, of York, Pa. He 
was with us at the last meeting held 
in his home city, where many of us 
also had the pleasure of visiting 
him at his beautiful country resi- 
dence, known as Harmony Hall. 
Who thought then that within the 
space of nine months his spirit 
would depart from this earth ? De- 
spite his advancing years and de- 
clining health, we could not realize 
then that this was to be our last 
meeting with him — the farewell 
visit. But we know now that it 
was, though it is hard to realize 
that we shall see him no more. 

Mr. Batnitz entered into his Etern- 
al Rest on the morning of June soth, 
1920. Death was chiefly due to 
infirmities incident to old age, he 
having attained the ripe age of 
eighty-one years, seven months and 
twenty-one days. He is gone, but 
his footprints will ever remain with 
us. Humble as they were, they are 
still worthy for us to follow, even 
as nothing was too humble for our 
Master to approve while He was on 
earth. His private life was simple 
and without stain ; he not only up- 
held the reputation of the family to 
which he belonged, but added to it ; 
and, although having more luxury 
than the average deaf man, he was 
easy of approach, kind-hearted, con- 
siderate of the poor and needy, and 
a lovable and God-fearing man. 
As a member of this Society, he 
evinced a spirit of helpfulness in 
prosecuting its work for the welfare 
of the deaf, and he was especially 
interested in the support of the 
Home for the Aged and Infirm 
Deaf. Although barely able to 
walk in his later years, he kept up 
his collections and his own contribu- 
tions regularly and helpfully to the 
last. Of him we can truly say that 
he did the best he could and as he 
knew how ; what more could we 
say of him P 

Let us add to this little tribute 
the following words from the Rev. 
F. C. Smielau, whose services Mr. 
Barnitz had attended : 

" I am sorry he is gone, but he is 
now with the noble company of 
Saints ; may the Lord grant unto 
him rest, and may light perpetual 
shine upon him We will miss him 
and his kindly help towards the 
poor and needy ; he is an example 
of the Master's ' Blessed are the 
merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy.' His was a simple nature; 
he loved his God and his friends, 
and we may well pray that all men 
may be like him ; for the truly great 
are those who are loving and kind 
and willing to serve, and did not 
the Master himself in his lowly ser- 
vice to the disciples show us the 
real meaning of mastery and distiuc- 
tion." 

We were agreeably surprised and 
pleased to learn that, by his will, 
Mr. Barnitz left a contingent be- 
quest of $3,000 to our Home for the 
Aged and Infirm Deaf, payable at 
the death of his only surviving 
sister. Mr. Barnitz also bequeathed 
$1,000 in trust to St. John's Protes- 
tant Epi.scopal Church in York. Pa., 
to be invested and the income used 
for the support of religious services 
for the deaf at that church. The 
latter bequest is the first of the kind 
outside of Philadelphia that has 
ever been made in this State, and 
both bequests will go a long way in 
perpetuating his memory and in 
doing good to bia fellow-deaf who 
live after him. 

We deeply regret the death, on 
August 1 6th, 1930, of Mr. John 
Vandegrlft, who had been Superin- 
tendent of our Home for the Aged 
and Infirm Deaf, at Doylestown, for 
a number of years. He was a faith- 



ful and efficient official, and for this 
reason his passing away is the more 
regretted. 

We apologize for giving an ad- 
dress on general matters only, but 
the truth is that we have not receiv- 
ed any reports from committees or 
officers from which to report the 
progress of the Society since the last 
meeting. However, the report of 
of the Board of Managers, which the 
Secretary will submit to you, may 
supply all important and interesting 
information. 

You will see by our program that 
this meeting is to be unusually 
short ; there will be only two ses- 
sions of the Society. We shall not 
be able to transact much business 
this tiine ; but we need not do much 
more than our Charter requires to 
be done. 

May you enjoy the one hundredth 
birthday anniversary of this Institu- 
tion as though it was your own 
birthday, and may it be an ever 
memorable occaaion to yon. 



Home Ulaeaeee Ran !■ FaMltiea 

CbrTain diseases appear to be 
family affairs, others are found to be 
specially prevalent in certain dis- 
tricts, probably from intermarriage 
of the inhabitants. Dr. J. Audry 
tells in the Lyon Medical (Lyon, 
France) of several strange cases of 
this sort. 

HemoDhiUa, or tendency to bleed, 
is prevalent in parts of Southern 
Germany and in Switzerland; in the 
Gintrac district there are 48 Ger- 
man, 9 Swiss and 8 French families 
that have it. The Czarevitch was a 
"bleeder," as are sons of Prince 
Henry of Prassia and their mother. 

The Drieux family in France has 
been celebrated for its moles for 500 
years. A physician found forty-one 
members of the family with moles, 
all at points where in the early days 
the families with familial disease 
transmitted the moles to their chil- 
dren. 

The village of Yzeaux is noted for 
the six fingers and toes of its inhabi- 
tants and in the eighteenth century 
nearly all of them were so deformed, 
but this appears to be dying out, as 
only three families have it now. 

It seems to be the rule that with 
familial malformations and diseases 
of a continuous heredity type, if the 
subject is sound, no restrictions need 
be imposed on marriage, and the 
same applies to the male descendants 
in families with familial disease 
transmitted by the mother. Famil- 
ial diseases of the fraternal or re- 
cessive type, such as tleafntutism and 
pigmented retinitis, are less inclined 
to reappear than the others mention- 
ed above, but consanguineous mar- 
riages, no matter how reoiote the 
connection, are sometimes highly 
dangerous.

It was held in the hall of the 
Maine School for the Deaf, on 
Spring Street, Saturday afternoon. 
About seventy-five deaf people and 
friends attended. President Albert 
L. Carlisle, of Bangor, presided at 
the convention, which was opened 
with prayer, by Deacon William 
Goldsmith, of Cambridge, Mass. 

President Carlisle made a short 
address of " Welcome." In his ad- 
dress he said the Mission was 
organized Decemt>er 31st, 1877. 
With three interval years out, the 
convention, were held every year at 
different places in Maine. These 
years, in which the conventions 
were not held, were 1878, 1893 and 
1917. The convention, which was 
originally to be held in Gardiner, 
Maine, in 1892, was postponed till 
the next year, so the Maine deaf 
could go to the Hartford celebration, 
to commemorate the 75th an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
American School for the Deaf. 

And in 1917 there was no conven- 
tion held in Maine, because there 
was the Convention of the National 
Association for the Deaf, held in 
Hartford, to celebrate the tooth 
Anniversary of the American School. 
Hartford, Ct. 

President Carlisle said there were 
about 1600 deaf-mutes attending 
the N. A. D. convention held at 
Detroit, Michigan, last month, and 
there were 461 new members. 

Speaking of the rules in the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws of the Maine 
Deaf Mission, Pres. Carlisle suggest- 
ed a few changes. 

President Carlisle closed his ad- 
dress, saying there was " harmony" 
among the members and friends. 

Secretary Miss Fannie Kimball 
read the minutes of the previous 
convention, which was held in Lew- 
iston. Maine, in August, 1919. 
The minutes were accepted. 

Treasurer Thomas J. Prinn read 
his report, and said the Mission 
had $1,737.87 in the treasury. 

The report was audited by Presi- 
dent Carlisle and Mr. Fred Flynn, 
who said the report was O K. 

Miss Emily Goldsmith, of Cam- 
bridge, talked on behalf of the New 
England Home for the Aged Deaf 
She said the Home was crowded and 
needed a new addition. She said 
the architects has drawn the plans 
for a new building, which would 
cost about $ 6o,cxx). 

After transacting few changes in 
the rules of the Constitution and 
By-Laws, there was an election 
of the officers for the next two 
years: President, Albert L 
Carlisle, of Bangor ; Vice-President, 
Harry T. Gleason ; Secretary, Miss 
Fannie P. Kimball, of Portland ; 
Treasurer, J. Fred Flynn. of Bangor. 

Bangor, Maine, was selected to be 
the next place for the Convention 
in 193 1. 

Evening was spent in the social 
gathering in the rooms of the Port- 
land Division of the Frats. From 
50 to 75 deaf and hearing people 
were there. Sunday forenoon, in 
the First Baptist Church, Rev. Mr. 
A. L. Carlisle conducted the services 
for the deaf. Read Psalms 27 : 1-9 
— " The Lord is my Light, my Salva- 
tion and my Strength." Lessons 
from II Samuel 8 : 15 and 9 : i-io. 
Subject of the Sermon was " Kingly 
Kindness to any of the house of Saul 
for Jonathan's sake." Rev. Carlisle 
talked alx>ut the Prodigal Son. 

He also selected a few verses from 
Jude I : so, 31, 24. 

In the evening, Rev. Carlisle 
conducted a prayer meeting in the 
Hall of the Maine School for the 
Deaf. He read from Daniel 6 : ir , 
19 to 28 and Isaiah 26 :3. 

Mr. William Goldsmith, Miss 
Emily Goldsmith.

The i iiiiudian Department of 
Trade and Commerce reports that 
a very important di<covery of a 
new process of vulcanizing rubber 
has been made by Prof. Peaeln>y of 
th<! Manehe.ster (Enj^land) College 
of Tecbnolopy. Laboratory ex- 
periments prove that the process 
will have far reaching etifi<ct on the 
rubber manufactniiujj industry. 
The importance of the discovery is 
in the fact thai it is n intMhod of 
cold vulcanizing. It makes use of 
two gases, sulphuretted hydrogen 
and sulphur dioxide, which react 
on each other to prtxluce water and 
free sulphur. The professor has 
found that when crude rubber, 
either in a solid foim or in solution, 
is treated with these two gases the 
ffulphui produced by their inteiac- 
tiou vulcanizes the rubber/ If the 
rubl)er be mixed with a wast?* 
mateiiftl, such a» sawdust or leather 
sciaps or paper, and the mixture is 
vulcanized, the result ant materials 
will serve a vaiiety of u.-^ornl mir- 
poaes.

Mr. A. R. Montgomery, 
President of the Board of DireotoiN, 
who has been with the Instil iition 
slightly over fifty years, also show- 
ed keen delight in meeting the 
graduates and talked to them 
through Dr. Oront^tr.
